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C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF 

THE  DISTRICT. 

1.  (i)  Water  -Supply. — There  is  no  change  to  report. 
Samples  of  water  from  the  public  supply  submitted  for  analysis 
gave  entirely  satisfactory  results. 

The  daily  consumption  of  water  including  that  for  trade 
purposes  was  35.16  gallons  per  head  of  population. 

(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewage  Treatment. — No  change  to 
report. 

2.  (Hi)  Rivers  and  Streams. — Necessary  work  to  prevent 
flooding  of  Pigwell  Common  and  nearby  cottages  was  com¬ 
pleted  during  the  year. 

3.  (i)  Closet  Accommodation.  The  sanitary  accommo" 
dation  at  six  factories  and  at  one  public  house  was  recon¬ 
structed  during  the  year.  Altogether  33  new  water  closets, 
4  urinals,  and  15  lavatory  basins  were  erected. 

(ii)  Public  Cleansing. — It  was  not  possible  to  provide  a 
weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  throughout  the  Borough 
owing  to  shortage  of  labour  and  increased  duties  in  connection 
with  salvage  of  materials. 

(Hi)  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. — Table  I  gives  a 
summary  of  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

(iv)  Shops  (Shops  Act,  1934). — No  alterations  in  the 
sanitary  accommodation  at  shops  were  called  for. 

(v)  Smoke  Abatement. — No  complaints  of  excessive 
emission  of  smoke  from  factories  were  received. 


D.  HOUSING. 

General. — No  further  houses  were  erected  either  by  the 
Council  or  by  private  enterprise. 

Although  the  work  required  by  notices  was  limited  to 
very  necessary  repairs  and  statutory  notices  served  were 
confined  to  matters  for  which  the  Public  Health  Act  provides 
action,  it  was  often  difficult  to  secure  the  execution  of  essential 
repairs  because  of  difficulties  associated  with  labour  and 
materials.  The  cumulative  effect  of  postponement  of  repairs 
and  the  large  number  of  houses  already  below  a  reasonable 
.standard  of  repair,  including  many  totally  unfit  for  habitation, 
already  gives  rise  to  a  serious  problem.  The  continuance  of 
present  difficulties  must  inevitably  mean  a  further  lowering 
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of  the  standard  of  housing  accommodation  in  the  Borough, 
which  with  the  overcrowding  prevalent,  will  lead  to  a  position 
demanding  alleviation  at  the  earliest  possible  opportunity. 

E.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. — During  the  year  4  samples  of  milk 
were  submitted  for  analysis,  7  samples  were  taken  for  biological 
test  and  29  for  bacteriological  examination. 

The  four  samples  submitted  for  analysis  were  all 
“informal’  ’  and  proved  to  be  genuine. 

Six  of  the  samples  taken  for  biological  test  gave  negative 
results  and  one  gave  a  positive  result.  The  offending  animal 
was  found  in  a  local  herd  and  was  removed,  subsequent 
samples  proving  satisfactory. 

Sixteen  of  the  samples  for  bacteriological  examination 
were  from  processed  milk  supplied  in  bulk  to  local  dairymen 
through  wholesalers,  the  milk  in  most  cases  having  been 
produced  in  different  counties  and  being  in  the  class 
known  as  “accommodation”  milk;  five  for  bacteriolo¬ 
gical  examination  were  from  Pasteurised  milk  retailed 
by  distributors  having  pasteurising  plants  outside  the 
district ;  five  were  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk 
produced  and  bottled  at  farms  outside  the  district ;  and  three 
samples  were  from  ordinary  milk  produced  in  the  Borough. 

Of  the  sixteen  samples  from  processed  milk,  ten  gave 
satisfactory  results  and  six  were  unsatisfactory  ;  three  of  the 
samples  of  Pasteurised  milk  were  satisfactory  and  two  were 
unsatisfactory ;  four  of  the  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested 
milk  complied  with  the  standard  for  such  milk  and  one  failed 
to  comply  ;  and  the  results  of  the  samples  of  ordinary  milk 
proved  two  to  be  satisfactory  and  one  unsatisfactory. 

( b )  Other  Foods  Sampled.  No  other  foods  were  sampled. 

(c)  Meat. — There  is  no  slaughterhouse  in  the  Borough 
used  for  the  War-time  centralised  slaughtering  scheme. 
Forty-seven  pigs  for  which  licences  to  slaughter  had  been 
issued  by  the  Food  Executive  Officer  were  inspected.  Two 
pigs’  carcases  and  organs  and  parts  of  three  other  pigs  were 
found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  were  surren¬ 
dered  voluntarily. 

(d)  Canned  Food. — A  considerable  quantity  of  canned 
food,  found  upon  inspection  to  be  unsound,  was  surrendered 
for  destruction. 

( e )  Bakehouse.— Bakehouses  were  maintained  in  a  satis¬ 
factory  condition  during  the  year.
